The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  report  of  this  Charitable  Institution  for 
the  year  ending  31st  March,  1901,  being  the  Sixty-fourth 
Annual  Report. 

INMATES. 


The  number  of  inmates,  366  ;  cost  of  inmates,  $8,660.44  ; 
16.09  cents  per  day  per  individual. 

The  dailyT  average  number  of  inmates  in  the  House  was 
larger  than  that  during  any  previous  year,  viz.,  147. 

To  afford  some  definite  information  about  this  part  of  the 
work  of  the  House  of  Industry,  the  following  brief  table  is

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There  is  in  the  House  accommodation  tor  about  200  per¬ 
sons,  including  the  special  provision  made  for  married  couples. 
It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  there  is  room  for  the  admission  of 
more  of  this  helpless  and  deserving  class  of  our  fellow  citizens. 

OUTDOOR  POOR. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  families  receiving 
relief  at  their  own  homes  is  gradually  decreasing;  during  the 
years  1898-99,  1899-00,  1900-01,  the  number  of  families  re¬ 
lieved  was  1,817,  1,637  and  1,573  respectively.  The  record  of 
the  past  year  indicates  that  the  minimum  number  for  the  City 
of  Toronto  is  in  sight.  The  average  sum  given  to  each  family 
is  $6.52.  The  number  of  families  in  charge  of  the  mothers 
only  is  561  ;  the  number  of  families  relieved  for  the  first 
time,  307. 

Whether  it  would  be  better  to  give  aid  to  a  less  number 
of  families,  if  this  be  possible,  and  to  increase  the  amount  to 
those  receiving  aid,  is  an  open  question,  and  one  which  is 
receiving  earnest  attention  at  present,  especially  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 

The  most  valuable  aid  that  any  family  in  need  can  receive, 
is  a  visit  by  a  wise,  sympathetic  friend,  and  such  we  believe 
all  our  visitors  to  be.  Total  expenses,  $10,021.91. 

THE  WAYFARER’S  LODGE. 

The  Wayfarer’s  Lodge  continues  to  do  excellent  work, 
affording  a  home  of  refuge  for  the  homeless  of  the  City  during 
the  winter  months,  thereafter  going  out  into  various  parts  of 
the  Province  to  work  during  the  summer.  Eighty-seven  and 
one-half  toise  of  stone  were  broken;  value  of  work,  $218.75. 
The  average  number  in  the  Lodge  each  night  was  52. 

THE  LADIES’  COMMITTEE. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  have  received  important  and 
valuable  assistance  during  the  year  from  the  Ladies’  Com¬ 
mittee,  by  their  visiting  the  House  regularly  each  month,  and 
by  their  forwarding  suggestions  and  recommendations  in  regard 
to  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Charity. 

The  subscribers  and  friends  of  the  House  are  referred  to 
the  accompanying  Report  of  the  various  Standing  Committees 
and  of  the  Superintendent  for  all  details  in  connection  with 
the  different  departments  of  the  Institution. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  inmates  is  carefully  attended 
to. 

The  Superintendent,  Mr.  Laughlen  and  his  wife,  and  the 
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Matron,  Mrs.  North  and  her  daughter,  attend  to  their  duties 
with  commendable  zeal  and  fidelity. 

The  Treasurer  s  Statement  furnishes  information  as  to  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  combined  work  of  the 
Charity,  and  the  Superintendent’s  report  gives  the  separate 
details  of  the  cost  of  each  department.  The  receipts  from  all 
sources  amount  to  $21,945.02,  and  the  disbursements  to 
$31,26S.03.  showing  an  overdraft  at  the  Bank  of  $9,323.01.

REPORT  OF  WAYFARER’S  LODGE. 

To  the  Board  of  the  House  of  Industry  : 

HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO. 

The  number  that  found  shelter  at  the  Wayfarer’s  Lodge 
during  the  year,  April  1900  to  April  1901,  was  345,  the  num¬ 
bers  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  335,  313,  345.  . 

There  were  5  whose  age  was  less  than  twenty,  and  102 
whose  age  was  between  twenty  and  thirtjc 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  persons  was 
7,241,  or  an  average  of  21  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $1,444.31. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTIES. 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  city  and 
found  shelter  in  the  Lodge  last  year  was  418.  The  number 
for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  934,  688  and  418.  No 
doubt  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Houses  of  Refuge  made 
by  the  various  counties,  play  an  important  part  in  the  reduc¬ 
tion.  The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was 
3,182,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  $481.44. 

Therefore  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Way¬ 
farer’s  Lodge  last  year  was  763  ;  for  three  consecutive  years 
the  number  was  1,269,  1001  and  763 

The  number  of  women  who  found  shelter  in  the  Lodge 
last  year  was  102,  and  the  year  before  the  number  was  96. 
Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  was  865. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $1,925.75  ; 
for  three  consecutive  years  the  cost  was  $1,524.37,  $1,721.44 
and  $1,925.75.

A  slight  refreshment  was  given  to  those  admitted  to  the 
Lodge  at  the  time  of  their  entrance,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
continue  the  same  practice  during  the  summer  months. 

The  thanks  of  the  House  are  due  to  the  City  Corporation 
for  supplying  an  ample  quantity  of  stone  for  the  application 
of  the  labor  test,  which  was  rigidly  enforced  on  the  Casuals  » 

during  the  past  winter  months.  The  quantity  broken  was 
87 J  toise,  value  $218.75,  which  is  now  being  carted  out  of  the 
yard  and  put  upon  the  streets  of  the  city. 

A  year  ago  the  value  of  the  labor  test  to  diminish  the 
number  of  wayfarers  moving  from  city  to  city  was  tried  in  a 
very  careful  manner  in  three  cities  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  result  of  the  experiment  showing  very  clearly 
that  this  class  of  men  avoid,  if  at  all  possible,  places  where 
work  is  required  as  payment  for  food  and  shelter. 

All  those  who  have  the  management  of  the  Lodge  did  the 
work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 

To  the  Board  of  the  House  of  Industry : 

Gentlemen, — Another  winter  is  past,  and  there  has  been 
enough  and  to  spare  Fifty  visitors  have  been  at  work  in  all 
parts  of  our  City  wherever  the  call  of  need  was  made  This 
call  for  help  came  from  one  thousand  five  hundred  and 
seventy-three  homes,  and  in  these  homes  over  five  thousand 
persons  received  relief  from  this  House  during  the  past 
winter.  What  then  does  this  mean  ?  To  the  visitors  it 
means  a  good  deal  of  real  service.  In  almost  every  case  two 
visits  are  made,  and  in  very  many  cases  more  than  two  visits 
were  made  to  each  home.  In  all  probability  over  four 
thousand  visits  have  been  made  by  these  men  who  give  their 
time  and  thought  to  this  work.  Some  of  the  visitors  made 
monthly  calls  that  they  may  be  in  a  position  to  do  fuller 
justice  to  the  cases  of  need,  and  guard  the  interests  of  this 
House  as  well. 

In  fifty  of  the  fifty-one  districts  the  work  done  has  been 
most  satisfaetorv  to  the  Executive  which  received  and  con- 
sidered  the  reports  of  the  visitors.  Few  cases  reported  upon 
have  required  revision.  Is  it  not  a  matter  of  sincere  thank¬ 
fulness  that  so  much  thoughtful,  benevolent  work  has  been 
accomplished  and  so  much  suffering  and  destitution  alleviated 
at  least  ? 

One  small  district  had  not  a  regular  visitor,  but  other 
visitors  were  good  enough  to  take  charge  of  the  few  cases 
reported,  and  thus  no  hardship  was  experienced. 

The  distribution  of  bread  and  soup  has  been  faithfully 
maintained  by  means  of  stores.  Selected  in  suitable  parts  of 
the  City,  bread  and  soup  have  been  placed  in  easy  reach  of 
all  needy  families. 

The  appended  statement  by  the  Superintendent  of  the 
House  shows  the  amount  of  coal,  wood  and  groceries,  along 
with  the  bread  and  soup  distributed  for  outdoor  relief  this 
season.

Very  many  were  in  the  last  stages  of  disease  and  debility, 
and  would  undoubtedly  have  died  in  the  streets,  or  in  their 
miserable  hovels,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  friendly  shelter 
afforded  by  the  House  of  Industry.
